WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Recovery from the holiday dullness must be slow for 
sometime yet, though there has been some business this 
week, and in general the amount has been of a satisfactory 
nature. In fact it was noticeable that many of the leading 
retail grocers have been in the market this week replacing 
their badly depleted stocks, which indicates, if anything, 
that the jobbers must soon follow suit. But there is a 
better indication than even this to such a movement and 
that is that the consumers have bought canned food to 
suck an extent, even during this Christmas season, that 
retailers now find their shelves practically bare. They 
never have been heavily stocked, because they have fallen 
into the habit of buying just enough to carry them over a 
month or so at a time, but that the two weeks lull in the 
buying should clean out their stocks so well, is certainly to 
the credit of the goods, and an indication of better things 
to follow. When buying is resumed, and we expect to see 
it earlier than usual this year, there must necessarily 
follow a scramble to secure goods. For in many lines the 
visible supply is very light, and where it is not so the hol- 
ders believe in the value of their holdings. There are few 
or no weak holders of any kind of canned food, and the 
buyers will have to meet their prices or go without. That 
is the outlook at this beginning of the new year. 

Demand during the week has covered every article, 
and the brokers look upon the resumption of business with 
very bright prospects. What changes have taken place in 


the market quotations have all been upward, and further 
advances would not be surprising. 

Bahama pineapples in the No. 2 size for both sliced 
and grated have been advanced roc. since -our last review. 
They are now quoted at $1.60. 


A 
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Oysters, whose season is now at its height, have also 
scored an advance. Old oystermen say tbat they bave 
never seen finer qualities of oysters than are going to mar- 
ket this year, and the consumption in the raw state has 
been excessively heavy. The express companies have 
been taxed to their limit to take care of the oyster business, 
and cove oysters have come in for their share. As an evi- 
dence of this, and possibly of the improved qualities in the 
cans, prices have advanced on the No, 1, 5 oz. to 70c. and 
and 72%c.; on the No. 1, 4 oz. to 65 to 67%c., and on the 
No. 1, 3 oz. to 57%%c. 

The Oyster Commission, appointed by the Governor, 
to look into the question of improvement of the oyster sup- 
ply in the State of Maryland has made its report, and in it 
advocated further legislation looking toward the better- 
ment of the oyster business, and seeking to replace the tax 
upon all oysters caught and sold. It will be recalled this 
tax was declared unconstitutional, recently, and this left 
the oyster without ‘‘any visible means of support.’’ It is 
safe to say that the Maryland Legislature, which is now in 
session, will take some steps to protect this valuable 
product. 

Tomatoes have again jumped up a notch, and No. 3 
standard are now quoted at $1.20, with many holders ask- 
ing $1.25. Extra standards are quoted at this latter figure, 
and it will not be many moons before standards take the 
place. No. 10’s are now quoted at $3.65. 

In futures business has been done, but there is no 
anxiety shown on the part of canners to accept business in

quantities. No. 3’s are being named at 80c., and No. 2’s 
at 60c., but on the other hand the canners are not attracted 
by such figures, in face of the unknown requirements as to 
packing during the coming season, and onthe other hand the 
jobbers are inclined to consider these prices too high, 
probably in view of the 65c, market at which they con- 
tracted last season. 

Corn is attracting some attention, but is the slow 
member of the canned food line. But with all else advanc- 
ing !o record prices even the most pessimistic admit that 
everything looks favorable for this article. It is known 
and generally accepted that the pack of corn was a record 
one, jobbers knowfhg this as well as the canners, and yet 
in spite of this fact, and the further fact that an immense 
amount of very poor corn was dumped on the market at 
any price it would bring, the market has held remarkably 
well. This was cited this week by an interested party, 
and further pointed out by him that this being true, aud 
moreover that the great bulk of the pack—possibly 75%— 
having passed out of first hands, there was no:hing that 
could keep the remainder from advancing as soon as buy- 
ing was resumed. He argued on the heavy months of 
consumption that remained during which this corn would 
all be eaten and the market probably close as high as it did 
last season, which means goc. Standard Maine style corn 
is now quoted at 67% to 7oc., and strong at these prices 
for good quality corn. Extra standard is held at 75c. 

In peas there has been some demand, but the supplies 
are so light, and the indications for the pack of next year 
so poor, owing to the scarcity of pea seed, and its present 
high prices, that the market may be said to be nominal. 
In fact the standard and second grades are out of quotation 
in this market. Extra standard Early Junes are quoted 
here at $1.30, sifted at $1.35, extra sifted $1.45, extra fine 
sifted $1.65 and petit pois $2. 

In future peas we note the Stare & Crary Co. quote

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The New York Market 


Reported Each Week by our Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New January 3. 1912. 

The Market.— While inquiries have increased since 
the New Year opened sales are not materially larger than 
they were during the close of 1911. That they will in- 
crease during the coming few weeks is evident and that 
they will bring increased prices in their train is equally 
evident. Holders have been distributing goods very freely 
during the holiday season and this has resulted in greatly 
reduced stocks in all positions. It may be that prices will 
be even higher than was expected, but there seems to be 
no longer any question about the approaching advance. 
The tendency is upward all along and that holders will 
take full advantage of this opportunity is a foregone con- 
clusion. Meanwhile the holiday dullness holds sway for 
this week, though there are some buyers coming into mar- 


ket and a few sales have been made during the first days of 
the year. 


Tomatoes.—The year closed with prices high and all 
stocks firmly held. The situation has not changed materi- 
ally from previous reports, though here and there a buyer 
has seen fit to take hold. All those who can find stocks a 
shade under quotations are snapping them up eagerly. If 
they are too low they will probably bear close scrutiny. 
Aside from that, however, the offerings are quite likely to 
be good purchases. The tendency is sharply upward and 
$1.20 has been quoted. It won’t be long before $1.25 will 
rule. There seems now to be no possibility of escaping this 
figure. Holders will not care, but there is another side. 
Such a high price will have an influence toward decreasing 
sales. Holders feel as though they must have the full fig- 
ure, while buyers are not quite ready to pay what is want- 


ed. Futures are selling but slowly and the more conserva- 
tive persons are cautioning against too liberal sales at this 


juncture. They aver that it is impossible to determine 
what will occur between now and packing time next year, 
hence they think caution is essential in handling the matter. 

Corn.—Inquiries have already increased and notwith- 
standing the sharp upward tendency with the possibility of 
increases on the better grades the outlook favors largely 
increased business. Sales are made in small lots only, and 
then apparently merely to supply broken lots and give deal- 
ers something for their customers. The cheapstock which 
has weighted down the market is reported all cleared out 
and there is strong hope that movement in the better grades 
will bring about a more satisfactory condition. It looks 
much as though it would. Conditions are improving in all 
packs, while there is a disposition on the part of buyers to 


pick up lots wherever they cin be found which seem to af- 
ford opportunity for expanded prices and profits. 


-Peas.—The situation is no different. The pack the 
coming season will be light. It is impossible to secure 
seed peas, hence the acreage cannot be planted. Thisis a 
serious situation and one that points to complications which 
will be difficult of solution. When peas are planted there 
is always possibility of getting a crop, but if they are not 
in the ground this possibility ceases and the situation as- 
sumes a much graver aspect. Holders of spot goods are 
beginning to understand what is coming and it becomes 
more and more difficult to buy. Holders are admonished 
not to dispose of their stocks without obtaining full outside 
prices. Inquiry has increased perceptibly of late and this 


has a tendency to stiffen the views of holders. The future 
bears prospect of much higher prices than prevail now. 


Beans.—Strings have advanced a trifle under increased 
inquiry and demand. The upward tendency has apparent- 
ly run its course for the present, but holders show no dis-

position to recede from the position they have assumed. 
Therefore, buyers will pay full outside quotations for what 
stock they secure from now on. Other grades are un- 


changed, but a firmness which bodes ill for buyers per- 
vades the entire market. 


Asparagus.—No change of importance has occurred. 
One of the best informed men in the market declares that 
stocks are sufficient to satisty all requir: ments for the pres- 
ent, at least, and possibly until the new pack is ready for 
delivery. Quality is good and the position assumed by 
holders indicates a determination to adhere to the prices 


now quoted. Increased movement has made them firmer 
in their views. 


Apples.—There has been a slight advance in some 
grades of No- ros and holders are generally firm, basing 
their ideas on recent reports which seem to indicate that 
the market will not be overstocked. The situation is, 
therefore, quite satisfactory to holders. Buyers are begin- 
ning to search for goods at former prices, but they are not 


plentiful and the outlook favors a continuation of the pres- 
ent high prices. 


California Fruits.—No change is reported in the mar- 
ket. Sales are made in a small way only, but holders are 
firm in their views and refuse to make concessions, even 
when it would bring them increased busine:s. The ten- 
dency is upward all along the line in the better grades, but 
further than that there is nothing new to say. 


Salmon.—The situation is unchanged. Holders are 
firm in their views and the scarcity maintains them in their 
position. They are, therefore, quite certain that when the 


spring demand begins they will be in position to ask about 
what they choose for their goods. Not much is left in first 
hands and second hands are loth to part with their stocks, 
excepting at full outside quotations. 

Sardines.—The market is unchanged. It remains 
firm, even under slow buying. Holders are scarcely ready 
to make important offers. They are waiting for the mar- 
ket of the opening year to develop. Stocks are believed to 
be ample. Increased inquiry is noted from the South. 

Oysters.—There is a firmer feeling in the market and 
shipments are made in more liberal quantities. The feel- 
ing seems to be quite satisfactory and holders confidently 
expect improved business now. Hvpson.

Special Correspondence from the Windy City. News of the past week. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 3rd, 
Hard to write that 1912 ‘‘ain’t it’? But it is going to 
be a great year for canners and canned food. Everything 
nearly will have what the boys used to call a running start, 
for prices of last year’s products are going to close high 
and if prices of 1912 pack open high there will not be so 


much trouble getting the buyers to stand for them as if 
Igir prices had ruled low. 


Canned Tomatoes.—The spot market is without inter- 
est and there is no buying whatever. The weather is 


severely cold and it is hardly safe to ship canned foods so 
distribution is very light indeed. 


There is a good strong demand for future contracts in 
tomatoes and jobbers are well disposed to buy at 85c. for 
Standard No. 3 f.o.b. Indiana canneries but packers are 
not inclined to sell and business is hard to place. There 
are a plenty of offerings of fancy packed tomatoes at fancy 


prices from $1 to $1.20 f.o.b. cannery, but buyers are in 
no hurry to contract for those grades. 


There is an impression prevailing that the catsup 
makers are going to bid up raw stock on the canners this 
year and a rumor is rife to the effect that Federal inspec- 
tion of the fill of cans and of qualities is going to be put 


into effect this season. If the latter is true it will make a 
heap of difference in prices.

Canned Corn.—A few packers have named prices on 
1912 pack of corn. We heard one packer propose to sell 
at last year’s opening price. Others are inclined to ask 
2%c. to 5c. per dozen advance over last year. 

In spot canned corn there is nothing doing whatever. 

Canned Peas.—Wisconsin canners are already well 
sold up of 1912 pack. In fact I have seen it stated in print 
by a pea specialist that 90 per cent. of the prospective 1912 
crop has already been contracted. Packers have advanced 
their prices on the cheaper grades 5c. aud toc. per dozen. 

In talking to a packer today, he said that last year’s 
crop failure would make it very difficult to induce the far- 
mers to plant peas, especially since seed is now selling at 
$7.50 to $8 per bushel, and that no one under such circum- 
stances need expect anything like a normal pack of peas 
for 1912. He stated that the seed shortage is more serious 
than people in the cannery business realize. 

Canned Salmon.—This article is dull, dead and 
quiet. There are but few offerings and very few inquiries. 
This is not salmon season. 

American Sardines.—No movement whatever has 
been noticed this week. The market is very quiet but not 
weak as stock is strongly held. 

Canned Apples.—There is some inquiry for No. 10 
fancy quality but buyers and sellers are wide apart in their 
views and in consequence there is-no business.

AN INSTRUCTIVE BOOKLET. 


One of the most instructive pamphlets received in this office 
recently, is Bulletin No. 218, of the California Experiment Sta- 
tion, at Berkeley, Cal. It treats of California Plant Diseases and 
fully describes what effect various soils have upon plants and 
trees and we believe the reading of this booklet would enable 
many growers to secure a larger yield per acre of almost any 
article they grow. While the information applies principally to 
the soils of California, stil it will be found of great help to 
growers in other States. 

We give below one or two paragraphs from the book: 


ASPARAGUS RUST 


Causes premature death of the bushy tops which grow up 
after the cutting season, thus injuring the vitality of the plants. 
The fungus causing the rust shows three different stages, the 
spring rust, appearing in the form of elliptical patches on the 
stems of plants which are allowed to grow up early in the sea- 
son, the summer or red rust, which covers the tops with a red- 
dish, dusty powder of spores during the summer, causing their 
death, and the black rust stage, which appears on the tops in the 
form of numerous black pustules followed the red rust. 

During the cutting season allow no wild asparagus to grow 
up. 

Keep the fields well irrigated and cultivated during the sum- 
mer and fall after cutting stops. Dust the tops thoroughly with 
flowers of sulphur about three weeks after the cutting season 
ends and repeat this two or three times during the remainder of 
the season.

BLACKBERRY RUST. 

Produces bright orange masses of spores all over the under 
side of the leaves. The fungus spreads all through the plant 
so that it is not easily controlled.

growth with Bordeaux mixture. 


CHERRY BROWN ROT. 

The cherry, like other stone fruit trees, is very subject to 
gumming of the trunk and branches, as a result of any injury. 
In seasons of heavy rains during the spring cherry trees fre- 
quently show a trouble of this sort quite similar to that of citrus 
trees. Masses of gum break out on the trunk and the trees fre- 
quently die. Young trees are sometimes affected much like 
citrus trees, the gum breaking out just at the surface of the 
ground. This is a climatic or seasonal effect and can not be 
controlled. Trees on wet ground usually show the trouble worst. 
This is especially true with young trees which have been planted 
too deeply.

DIE-BACK. 

Cherry trees, while not attacked by many fungus diseases in 
California, are very subject to injury from unfavorable conditions 
of soil, moisture, etc. As a result of such injuries the trees fre- 
quently die back from the top and suffer severely in this way. 

This trouble can be controlled only by planting on soil which 
is particularly suited to the cherry and by determining the best 
root stock for any given type of soil or locality. 

Trees in which die-back and gummois are produced by un- 
usual climatic conditions should be cut back in the top to sound 
wood, and have the trunks protected from sun burn by white- 
wash or wrapping. 

PEA MILDEW. 

Covers the plants and pods with a white mildew. Most 
prevalent in wet weather and is usually only serious on the win- 
ter crop. 

Dust the vines with dry sulphur at the first appearance of 
the trouble. 

In coudy weather sprying with Bordeaux mixture is most 
effective. 

BLIGHT (Ascochyta pisi). 

Produces black spots on the leaves and pods and seriously 
injuries the vine. Most troublesome in wet weather. 

Spray with Bordeaux mixture if the trouble is serious enough 
to make it profitable. 


TOMATO SUMMER BLIGHT. 
Occasional plants here and there in the field gradually turn 


yellow, sicken and die, after reaching considerable size. A dry 


rot is found in the stem and roots, caused by a fungus. This 
fungus does not infest the soil in the field and the disease may 
be abundant one year and totally absent the next year in the 


same field. Affected plants sometimes do not show the fungus 
until in the last stages, and there is some doubt as to the identity 
or cause of this trouble. Plants may become infested in the 
seed bed under conditions favorable to damping off. It is pos- 
sible that two different diseases are confused in this trouble. ' 

Keep the seedlings as free from damping off as possible and 
use only the best plants for planting in the field. Select seed 
from healthy plants. 

See Bulletin 175, California Experiment Station. 

WINTER BLIGHT. 

The leaves and stems are suddenly blackened and killed and 
the fruit spots and decays. The whole effect is quite similar to 
that of frost. Caused by the potato blight fungus. Never occurs 
during the summer, but occasionally comes on to a disastrous 
extent on the winter shipping crop following early fall rains, or 
in early spring plants. 

Spray with Bordeaux mixture immediately following rain. 

See Bulletin 175, California Experiment Station. 

BLOSSOM END ROT. 

The end of the tomato becomes discolored and effected with 
a dry rot which spreads to a greater or less extent. Tomatoes 
of all sizes are affected, particularly those which are half grown. 
No definite cause has been found for this trouble, which varies 
in abundance from year to year. Apparently worse on dry ground 
where the vines do not receive regular irrigation. 

STEM ROT. 

A dry rot of the stem and wilting of the vine. Found only in 
greenhouses. Not serious. 

LEAF SPOT. 

Small dead spots appear on the leaves. 
serious. Found mostly in seed beds. 

. ROOT KNOT. 

Galls or swelling appear all over the roots and the plants 
sicken and die. Infection takes place in the seed bed. Care- 
fully discard affected plants in field planting and change the soil 
in infested beds.

The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by our Special 


Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, CaL., December 30, 1911. 

Demand Light.—The demand on the part of the retail 
trade for canned foods during the past week has been sur- 
prisingly heavy for this season of the year and indicates that 
dealers are now awakening to the fact that in many lines but 
extremely light stocks are in the hands of wholesalers. Usu- 
ally mild fall weather has been experienced in California and 
fresh vegetables and fruits have been obtainable much later 
than is usually the case. The demand for canned foods to date 
has been rather light and as a result retailers have delayed 
the placing of orders for staple lines until a late date. Prices 
in so many lines have advanced of late that there has been a 
general movement to anticipate future needs and wholesalers 
have done more business of late than has been the case in some 
time. Many of the local wholesale houses, taking advantage of 
the demand for such articles as canned tomatoes have made sales 
outside their regular territory and have advised their local trade 
that unless orders are placed at once for future needs a scarcity 
will be the result. This advice has been given careful attention 
and sales of tomatoes for home consumption have been heavy of 
late. 

Tomatoes.—Prices on canned tomatoes are steadily going 
upward in the San Francisco market and the pack is now prac- 
tically in the hands of wholesalers and retailers. But one pack- 
ing firm, the California Fruit Canners’ Association, seems to be 
in the market and its offerings are getting down to a small com- 
pass although its list is still fairly complete. During the past 
week an advance has been made in the price of No. 2% Standards, 
that grade now being quoted at 90 cents with sales being freely 
made at that figure. No. 2 Standards are quoted at 80 cents, No. 
3 at $1.00 and No. 8 at $2.75. Prices have been withdrawn on 


No. 21% Solid Pack but a limited quantity of No. 3’s are still be- 
ing offered. 


Corn.—In spite of the price inducements offered canned 
corn is receiving but little attention here, but more activity is 
expected from now on with tomatoes increasing in value so rap- 
idly. Local buyers will probably look with disfavor on offerings 
of corn at rock bottom prices as the early purchases made were 
in many cases far from being satisfactory. The cheap grades are 


now receiving no attention here, the demand being entirely for 
fancy corn. 


Lobster.—Canned lobster was in heavy demand for the 
holiday trade and available stocks were about depleted. Higher 
ory are now ruling, 44s Flats being held at $2.65 and 4’s at 

1.60. 


Oysters.—Some large shipments of the new pack of Balti-. 


more oysters have been received here during the past week and 
these are now being distributed. The quality of the samples 
opened is excellent, something that cannot be said of the samples 
of the Southern pack that have been seen. With high prices 
ruling for salmon, crab and lobster, the prospects are that the 
demand for oysters will be very heavy this winter and dealers 
are placing orders accordingly. 


Milk.—Low prices have been ruling here of late on canned 
milk, but advances have been made during the past week and 
prices will soon be back to the old. level. Coast canners have 
been engaged in a struggle to secure control of the market and 
considerable publicity has been given the fact that the United 


States Government has brought one or two concerns to task for 
disposing of milk below the established standard. 


State Laws.—At the close of the recent special session of 
the State Legislature Governor Johnson called a second extra 
session for the purpose of passing a law increasing the powers 
of the State Horiticultural Commission in fighting fruit pests. 
The extra session was called at the urgent solicitation of fruit 
growers and canners who believed that immediate action is neces- 
sary to keep the Mediterranean fruit fly from securing a foot- 
hold in this State. Under the new law all nursery stock, trees, 
shrubs, plants, vines, buds, fruits, seeds or vegetables brought 
into the State must be examined by quarantine officers. 

Coast News Notes.—J. K. Armsby, head of the J. K. Armsby 
Company, is now taking a vacation in the East, this being the 


first real vacation taken by him in many years. He will return to 
the Coast late in January. 


Sussman, Wormser & Co., whose “S. & W.” brand of canned 
foods is so well known throughout the Coast territory, have in- 
corporated their business with a capital stock of $400,000, the 
interested parties being Gustav Wormser, Emilie Sussman, Leo 
Sussman, Jacob Blumlein and Emil Blumlein. 

Gorman & Co., of Seattle, have purchased the salmon can- 
nery operated at Yakutat, Alaska, by Fred S. Stimson, the con- 
sideration being in the neighborhood of $100,000. The sale of 
this plant marks Mr. Stimson’s retirement from the salmon can- 
ning business, but he retains other extensive interests in Alaska. 
pine new owners will take possession of the plant on January 

rst. 

The Norwegian-American Packing Co., of San Diego, Cal., 
which suspended operations several months ago, has reopened 
on a larger scale with improved equipment. 

News has been received here of the death of Charles M. 
Carr, secretary of the California Wholesale Grocers’ Association, 
which occurred a short time ago at Ocean Park. Mr. Carr is well 
known in the East and Middle West as well as on the Coast, hav- 
ing at one time been connected with the firm of Franklin, Mc- 
Veagh & Co., of Chicago. For several years Mr. Carr has acted 
as secretary of the Wholesale Grocers’ Association of California, 
and has also been secretary of the Los Angeles Association. He 
is survived by a widow, a son and a daughter. The son, Harry 


Carr, resides at Portland, Ore., where he fills a responsible posi- 
tion with Lang & Co., wholesale grocers. 

California canners are becoming much interested in the Em- 
ployers’ Liability Law now in effect in this State and before the 
next packing season commences many of them will probably 
make arrangements for accident insurance. Some of the large 
firms have announced that they will abide by the Compensation 
clause and others are expected to do so as this feature becomes 
better understood. BERKELEY.

WATER FILTRATION—PART 2. 


Note:—In the article on Water Filtration, Part 1, issued 
sometime ago in which appeared in our issue of October 13 the 
writer explained briefly the two general types of filters used for 
the purification of contaminated water supplies and the method 
of operation of these filters in making impure water safe for 
drinking. The object of this bulletin “is to show the results of 
such filtration methods, and also to show what benefits are to be 
derived by a community that is so supplied. It is hoped that the 
data which have been compiled will be of interest to the readers 
for whose information the figures were collécted. 


With our present knowledge of water purification there is 
no longer any question that properly filtered water is a great 
protection against certain infectious diseases. This fact was 
most conclusively proven twenty years ago during the well known 
Cholera epidemic in Hamburg, Germany, in 1892.* 


*This case is so well-known among sanitarians that it would 
not be repeated here except that it may be of interest to those 
unacquainted with the facts. 


Hamburg at that time had a population of 640,000 and Al- 
tona, which adjoins Hamburg with only an imaginary boundary 
line between them, had 143,000 inhabitants. Hamburg used the 
water from the Elbe River and Altona was supplied from the 
same source but taken from a point of the river which was more 
polluted than was the Hamburg supply. Altona, however, filtered 
the water before use while Hamburg did not. The river water 
became infected with Cholera germs and thousands of people 
were stricken with this disease, but Altona using filtered water 
had but a few isolated cases, most of which it is believed received 
their infection in, or were brought over from Hamburg. 

The total number of Cholera cases reported in Hamburg 
during the epidemic was 17020, of which 8605 were fatal. The 
financial loss incurred during this epidemic would have gone a 
long way toward the construction of an efficient filtration plant 
but Hamburg, like so many other communities, had to be visited 


by such a calamity before it could fully realize the value of pure 
water. 

What filtered water did for the people of Altona in warding 
off infectious disease is being accomplished in hundreds of com- 
munities that are supplied with water from filters which are 
properly constructed and operated. 

It would be difficult to estimate just how great a part filtered 
water plays in the maintenance of proper health conditions in 
any community, but that it does play a considerable part is be- 
yond question. Aside from the humanitarian aspect of the value 
of pure water, the financial saving to the community due to im- 
proved health conditions is far greater than is generally rec- 
ognized. Several sanitarians, who have made a thorough study 
of health statistics before and after the purification of the water 
supply of various cities, have shown that the saving due to re- 
duction in typhoid fever alone has in a few years exceeded the 
total cost of the purification works. Such figures even compiled 
from the most careful estimates are apt to be greatly in error, 
but any discrepancy therein will undoubtedly be an under, rather 
than an over, estimate of the economy and saving through and 
due to improved health conditions by the use of pure water.

The Following Opinions from Large Handlers of Canned Foods, as regards Selling 


and Buying, will be Found Interesting to All Concerned. 


TOMATOES. 
H. P. Strasbaugh, December 27: 


There is little reason for much thought to be spent on To- 
mati statistics for 1911 other than that of interest, and safe to 
say, very little time will be consumed in taking inventory by the 
Tomato packer, the majority having good and sufficient reasons 
for putting in their time more profitably. Supplies in first hands 
are without doubt in such small compass that the shipping of 
every car makes a decided showing in the warehouse. The firm- 
ness of the market is justified, and it has come to be a matter 
simply of Supply and Demand. Trading for the past week has 
been quiet, but naturally so, because of Christmas week. Prices 
ruling today are, 90 to 9214 cents for 2s, $1.15 for 3s, and $3.50 
to $3.60 for 10s. 

While the season’s delivery prices have been made on Cans 
and Cases, the more important matter of raw stock price for 1912 
has not been determined, and as this is the basis for figuring the 
packing cost, many packers feel justified in refusing orders until 
something definite is known. A fair amount of business has been 
accepted the past week at 60 cents for 2s and 80 cents for 3s, 
Standard grades, and it is also true that an equal amount has 
been refused, mainly from the fact that it is early and that the 
future holds many possibilities, chief among them, a higher cost 
price. 


Smith-Webster Co., December 30: 


The market for Standard Threes is steadily advancing. A 
number of sales have been made during the week at $1.15 factory 
for packers labels. It’s very hard to place orders at this price. 
Standard Twos are firm at 90 cents to 9214 cents. They will be 
just as firm at 95 cents in a few days. 

Future Tomatoes for delivery out of 1912 pack, are quoted 
by the most reliable packers, at 85 cents for No. 3 Standards, 
packer’s labels, and 65 cents for No. 2 Standards, packer’s labels. 


William Silver & Co., December 28: 


The Tomato market is still climbing the hill. $1.15 for Spot 
Standard 3s now seems to be the inside price for anything of de- 
sirable packing. There seems to be but one future for the Spot 
Tomato market—and that is to continue to climb the ladder. 
What will be the figure opposite the topmost round would take a 
prophet to predict. Stocks are extremely scarce in first hands 
and every renewed effort to buy seems to send prices soaring. 


Decided interest has been manifsted by buyers in Future To- 
matoes, and while some business has been done on the basis of 
80 cents for 3s—those who are willing to accept this figure are 
daily diminishing. Some are asking 8214 cents—some 85 cents— 
and many still unwilling to name a figure until conditions be- 
come more settled and they can form a more correct idea as to 
the future of the raw stock market and their ability to make 
proper arrangements for labor for the coming season, two of the 
most vital problems with which the packer has to contend. 


C. W. Baker & Sons, December 27: 

We enter into the New Year with the market on No. 3 Stand- 
ard Tomatoes strong at $1.15 per dozen. Even at this price, of- 
ferings are light. What few packers have any Tomatoes are for 
the most part holding at $1.25 and feel confident of getting this 
price or better before Spring. The stock of 2s is ridiculously 
light. The market is virtually 95c., $1.00. No. 10 Tomatoes are 
also scarce and the market ranges from $3.40, $3.60 according to 
packers’ ideas. 

H. P. Strasbaugh, December 28: 

Corn continues to be a favorite staple. Buying for the past 
month, while not large, has been steady, and the turn of the year 
will undoubtedly mark one of the best Corn years on record. 
This staple has found favor all along the line from grower to 
consumer and the answer is quickly told in the one word Quality. 
It is grown, packed, bought, and sold with the Quality idea fore- 
most. On this account, it is profitable. From a local stand-point, 
stocks in first hands are only normal with some well established 
brands about cleaned up, and sixty days of continued buying will 
result in a good number of clean warehouses. 

William Silver & Co., December 27: 


There is still a good demand for cheap Corn—varying in 
prices as to grade—with little effort to sell Fancy quality, which 
seems to rule at steady prices—those possessing stocks of the bet- 
ter grades feeling that quality of this kind is scarce and will be 
in good demand as the season advances. 

Future Corn is little quoted, as very few have yet named a 
Future price—and in all probability little, if anything will be done 
along this line until after the turn of the year.

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covered. What is the answer? We have an accumulated shortage 
of not less than two and a half million cases. The short packs 
of 1910 and 1911 have resulted in cleaning up both the ‘visible’ 
and the “invisible” supply. Buyers are buying double the quan- 
tity of futures they did a year ago or two years ago. Why Two 
reasons: First the actual need of the goods on account of de- 
pleted stocks; second, they are buying more than their actual re- 
quirements as a factor of safety, fearing a repetition of last sea- 
son’s short deliveries. 

The packers are selling more conservatively. They have 
learned their lesson. They realize that the average yield per 
acre of the State has been steadily decreasing for years; that 
the volume of the pack has been maintained only by largely in- 
creased acreage. They realize that there are such things as “pea 
blight” and the “pea fly.”” Although possibly 75 per cent. of the 
pack has been sold on the pro rata‘contract, the packers realize 
that their future depends on this season’s deliveries; that they 
must make good deliveries in 1912 or lose prestige with their 
customers. Therefore they are not allowing the present high 
prices to tempt them into over-selling. 

Opening prices, while materially higher than for several 
years, only partially covered the increased cost of production. 
Cans are the only item of supplies lower than a year ago. They 
are fifty cents a thousand lower. This amounts to about one-half 
a cent per dozen, which is more than offset by the increased cost 
of boxes. Seed peas are fully $4.00 per bushel above normal 
prices. This in itself means an increased cost of about 20 cents 
per dozen. 

It is a physical impossibility to increase the acreage. It 
“can’t be did.” There is only so much seed in existence and it is 
all going to be planted. All the seed bought and sold during the 
last ninety days has not altered the situation in the least; simply 
a case of taking it out of one packer’s hands and putting in an- 
other. In other words, trading among packers. 


Looking at the situation from its angles, “peas will be peas” 
again next fall, regardless of the size of this season’s pack. There 
is not seed enough in existence to produce sufficient peas to meet 
the consumptive demand of the country and fill merchant’s stocks 
up to normal. There can’t be an over-production of peas for the 
next two years.

CAN PRICES NAMED FOR 1912. 


In our issue of three weeks ago we mentioned the fact that 
prices on cans for 1912 had been named by the principal manu- 
facturers, and readers of The Trade will note the new prices, by 
referring to page 38, containing the regular quotations. 

These prices are slightly lower than those quoted for 1911, 
and this will be received as good news at the beginning of the 
New Year. With the high cost of other materials, the extra ex- 
pense involved on account of the Government’s investigation into 
the manner of packing, namely that all cans must be filled en- 
tirely full, and numerous other little things that could be named, 
will make the cost of packing during 1912 much higher than in 
previous years. Naturally any reduction in the cost of cans will 
be received as very good news.

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A Reply to ‘“‘Anti-Toxin’s’’ Article. 


Will the packers sell Futures during 1912 at a price 
in line with a full pack and guarantee 100 per 
eent deliveries, or will they be governed 
by their experiences during 1911?

Dear Sir: 

I read with interest a very able article in your valued 
journal dated Friday, December 15th, 1911, on pages 35 and 36, 
signed by Anti-Toxin. 

It is evident from the statements made by the writer that 
he has had some experience. Now, then, the fact of the busi- 
ness is, that the Western packers have always opposed 100 
per cent. delivery clause, this proposition was forced through 
at the Cincinnati Convention four years ago by the jobbers. 


It was opposed by the Western packers, but the Eastern peo- 
ple, principally the brokers, who were interested in getting 


full commissions on 100 per cent. sales, led the way and made 
100 per cent. delivery contracts. The Western packers have 
generally abstained from making 100 per cent. delivery con- 
tracts, because they could not see their way clear to do so and 
stay in the business. The past season should have shown the 
Eastern Packers that they were wrong in concluding that they 
could gamble against the elements of Nature and win out. 
There are several very good reasons why no packer should 
make 100 per cent. delivery contracts, in the first place, the 
amount of money he gets per dozen cans does not justify taking 
the chancves. In the second place, if his pack happens to be 
heavy, he has more or less trouble making his deliveries, be- 
cause the jobber well knows that when there is a full pack

the prices are lower, and rejects goods that are fairly equal 
to the contract agreed on, which brings the market down and 


makes it possible to buy the packer’s products at less than their 
fair value. 


There is one element of danger still in the proposition that 
Anti-Toxin proposes, and that is, “‘That the Canners name fu- 
ture prices on Future Tomatoes; No. 2 cans, 70 cents ,and 
No. 3 cans, 90 cents, with the provision that when the crop 
matures, if the Canner finds that he can get the produce for 
less money that has so often prevailed, then he will reduce the 
selling pricve to another figure satisfactory to the buyer, and 
if the buyer and the seller cannot agree, that they settle the 
price by an arbitration committee, who shall have the power 
to name the contract price to the parties in question.” 

Now, right here, there is a rock upon which Anti-Toxin’s 
plan will fall to pieces. The packer is supposed to contract 
his tomatoes at a fixed price per ton, and he should arrange to 
enforce his contract as to whether the goods offered for de- 
livery are equal to the quality agreed on in the contract or not, 
through a committee appointed by the Canners and by the 


Jobbers’ Association if any controversy arises as to the quality 
of the goods delivered. 


I have had some experience, and have had a jobber reject 
goods, have called on that jobber, I have seen that same job- 
ber cut twelve cans without finding a single one upon which 
he could base a complaint. But that jobber was wise enough 
to know that if he cut long enough, he would find a can that 
would come below the standard agreed on in the contract, and 
upon cutting the thirteenth can, (mind you, the fatal thirteen) 
he found a can that was a little slack filled. The jobber was 
unable to see that a number of the other cans cut were con- 
siderably above the quality agreed on in the contract, the only 
thing he could see, was, the technical point he had won on 
opening the thirteenth can, and upon this basis the car was 
rejected, thrown back on my hands, to be disposed of at a 
reduced price, because that season’s pack was thought to be a 
large one. This same jobber offered to buy the tomatoes sixty 
days later at ten cents per dozen higher than the contract price 
he was to have paid for these he had rejected, and he agreed 
to waive any conditions, that is, he agreed to take the same 


quality of tomatoes, upon which he based his rejection, and 
upon which he made his rejection. 


Please understand that I am not drawing an indictment 
against all of the jobbers, there are quite a lot of them that 
are the finest kind of men to deal with, that are entirely fair 
and square and will give the packer a show for his ‘‘white 
alley’? when he knows that conditions have been against the 


~ packer, but there is the other element that will take advantage 


of every technicality, so that the business in its present con- 
dition is very unsatisfactory. A man can buy and sell hay, 
corn, oats, etc., fixed on a standard basis, and if the delivery 
offered is below that standard, that is, the price fixed in the 
markets of the world, the buyer will accept the goods and 
settle for them upon the next lower level of standards set up 
for such goods. Not so with Canned Tomatoes, in packing, 
the quality varies with the season, and it varies with the time 
of delivery. Of all the propositions that the writer has run 


against, the Tomato proposition is one of the very worst, and 
he has had experience in lots of lines. 


Anti-Toxin has said that the packers take a gambler’s 
chance. Now, I disagree with -the Anti-Toxin, in, that the 
packer hasn’t a gambler’s chance, if he plays to win no oftener 
than one year in five, he does not have a chance with the fel- 
low that uses the bones, whether they be loaded or straight 
goods. The fellow that shoots craps and calls on his lucky 
goddess for either a seven or eleven to come has an even show- 


ing with his fellow gambler, but it is not so with the packer 
of canned goods, particularly tomatoes. 


No contract should be entered into excepting a Pro-Rata 
contract, and the goods should never be sold upon basis of the 
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lowest cost of production, which heretofore has been the case, 
when it is proven that the packer only gets the ideal condi- 
tions about one year in five. If the pack is short, his overhead 
expenses, the interest account, the broker’s account, the inci- 
dental expense account, telephones, telegrams, etc., greatly in- 
crease the cost of packing, so that he is not alone deprived of 
the profit that he had hoped to make on his pack, but he 
suffers a loss, because of the large increased overhead ex- 
penses that he is bound to care for whether the season be 
good or bad, whether the pack is large or small. 

It occurs to me that after this year’s experience, the job- 
bers should be willing to enter into an agreement that would 
be fair and reasonable both to the buyer and to the seller. It 
would be a very easy matter to require the packer to give bond 
that he would faithfully perform his part of the contract, and 
that he would actually deliver to the buyers, who contract for 
his stuff, on an actual pro-rata basis. This feature would 
eliminate the irresponsible packer, who has heretofore actu- 


- ally made the market price on canned food, particularly to- 


matoes. If he must give bond, his bondsman is going to be 
careful that he sells his goods at a price that will not be a loss, 
and in this way, it will bring the irresponsible packer-up to 
the level with the responsible one. 

There is yet another plan, and that is, that all of the re- 
sponsible packers agree on a price fixed in advance, and that 
they go on each others’ bonds for the faithful performance of 
the contract. Now, then, if a number of packers figure their 
cost of the produce in the light of their past experience, they 
are not apt to make a contract for future delivery that will 
prove a losing proposition. 

There are yet other reasons why this year’s pack should not 
be sold so cheaply as heretofore, the general cost of produc- 
tion is greater on account of the higher cost of the raw stock, 
the labor, the incidental expenses, the loss of revenue to the 
packer that formerly went to the packer from tomato pulp 
that he is now deprived of, and also because the packer of 
watered and pulped goods will be put out of business, and the 
further reason that under the present contract for packers’ 
cans for delivery in the year 1912, the can manufacturers take 
very little chance while the packer in his carelessness, or his 
ignorance, will no doubt continue to make a contract good for 
six months after delivery. Here is a section from the guaran- 
tee that the large can manufacturers, or at least one of them, 
is offering to the packers on the packer’s cans he is to buy and 
use in the year 1912. 

“GUARANTEE—Seller agrees to pay to buyer, packer’s 
cost of cans and contents for all cans, except as herein stated, 
the contents of which shall have been spoiled by leaks, exceed- 
ing two cans per thousand, provided said leaks are shown to 
be the result of faulty workmanship in the manufacture of the 
cans. Buyer agrees that all cans for which claims are made 


‘ shall be sorted out free from cap leaks, tip leaks, collapsed, 


jammed, buckled, swelled, and other defective cans for which 
seller is not liable, and shall be stored in a clean, dry place, 
not exposed to the weather, and shall be returned subject to 
the order of the Seller, and if required, shall be returned to 
the Seller. If Seller examines such cans at Buyer’s plant, 
buyer agrees to furnish an authorized representative to inspect 
same with Seller’s inspector. Each size of can, irrespecitve of 
opening, shall be considered independently of other sizes in 
computing the number of cans guaranteed. This guarantee as 
applied to fruit and vegetable cans shall expire on January Ist, 
and as to oyster cans on July 1st, succeeding date of delivery, 
and all claims for leaks must be filled in writing with the 
Seller on or before said dates. Seller shall not be liable for 
cans or contents of same after they have left the possession of 
the buyer. Seller does not guarantee No. 10 cans used in closed 
retort and shall not be liable for the loss on same. Seller does 
not guarantee against perforations in tin plate and shall not be 


held liable for same or loss therefrom.’’ Then comes the usual 
strike clause, etc. 


Now, then, in the light of the above guarantee the packer 
has mighty little show for recovery for defective cans. You 
will observe that the contract only covers defects due to work- 
manship in the construction of the can, and that it does not 
cover any loss that the packer may sustain because of the de- 
fective tin plate, hidden defects in the tin. During the season, 
the writer purchased a number of the extra coated gallon cans 


and packed apples in them. In spite of the precaution taken 
by me in purchasing the best cans I could get, a number of the 


perforations appeared, the writer lost the cans and the value 
of the contents with the freight to destination, and the jobber 
also charged up the freight on them to the point where he had 
sold them and back to his place of business, so that I not 
alone lost the value of the cans and their contents, but the 
cost of transportation as well. These apples had been sold 
on a margin of 10 cents per dozen cans, but the result of the 
season’s pack was an actual loss because of the defective tin 
plate, and no protection from it at all. Right here allow me to 
pause to direct the attention of the packers to the very prices 
prevailing on apples during the past season. With the well 
known disposition of apples to eat holes in the cans from the 
interior, where is the packer to come in on apples as a profit 
proposition, with no guarantee at all on the cans. Now then, 
the packers guarantee the jobber against loss for six months 
after date of delivery, now mark you, the packer has no re- 
dress because of hidden defects in the material out of which 
the cans are made, or, on account of the workmanship, after 
January ist, following the date of purchase. Nor has the 
packer any redress at all after the goods have passed out of 
his hands, yet the packer, chump like, stands and takes the 
losses due to defective material and workmanship after the

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


We may now expect Congress to settle down to busi- 
ness, and there js every likelihood of some actions, affect- 
ing canned foods, being taken before they disperse again. 


The Maryland State Legislature is also in session this 
year and there are several matters of interest to canners to 
come up hefore it. Legislation affecting the oyster is 
always one of the stand-bys of this meeting, and may be 
counted on to have due attention this session. 


Died January 1st, 1912, Saccharin, and its use as a 
sweetening agent in all foods, interment at the hands of 
the pure food law. 


Dr. Wiley’s remarks on this subject may be found in- 
teresting. ‘‘My own opinion,’’ he says, ‘‘ has never 
changed. Saccharin is in its name a fraud, and to the 
great majority of people in this country it means sugar. 


For this reason alone, if there were no other, it should be 
barred from the foods of the country. Saccharin is always 
used for the purpose of fraud and deception and conceals 
inferiority by producing in a food product a sweet taste uot 
due to sugar, which naturally produces this taste. For 
this reason it is clearly to be excluded from foods under the 
Food and Drug act. Saccharin, too, is undoubtedly a sub- 
stance which of necessity must be injurious to health. 

‘In addition to what has been summarized by Dr. 
Bigelow and in addition to the opinion of the Referee 
Board, I beg to call your attention particularly to one of 
the statements in Dr. Folin’s paper, i. e., that saccharin 
was excreted from the kidneys unchanged. The continued 
pouring of a foreign body of this kind, which must have 
very active properties, through the delicate cells of the 
kidneys cannot fail in time to produce serious disturbances 
of function and even fatal disease. That and the other 
reasons which have been so ably presented by many 
authorities are sufficient to convince me beyond any 
reasonable doubt that the use of saccharin in any quantity 
is necessarily injurious. 

‘*The argument that it may be used in small quantities 
is the old, familiar one which adulterators and those who 
seek to adulterate have used from the very beginning of 
things. If we admit one injurious substance in small 
quantities we cannot with any justice exclude any other. 
If this principle is acted upon and becomes valid by 
authority of law we catnot with any consistency object to 
any small quantity of borax, benzoate of soda, benzalde- 
hyde, formaldehyde, sulphate of copper, salicylic acid, or 
coal tar dyes or any other of the deleterious bodies which 
the debasers of food have used and are using today.’’ 

So it is ‘‘exit’’ saccharin. A point to be remembered. 


In this light it is interesting to note that the report of 
the Board of Food and Drug Inspection for the year 1911 
shows a total of 1162 cases of violations, and that of this 
number the Government managed to lose just 11 cases. 
A hundred to one shot in the Government’s favor does not 


look like a good betting proposition for any man to go 
against. 


The crop of new canning factories for the coming sea- 
son promises to be a large and prolific one; a sort of 
natural result from the good prices of canned foods during 
the year or more just past. It is to be hoped these new 
comers will realize that the good prices are so only because 
the quality has been good. They had better realize this 
now, or it will be brought home to them when their 
pleasant anticipations are turned into gloomy realities 
through the loss of their investments and the wrecking of 
their enterprise. 


‘* Future Tomatoes Go Slowly, But Spot Goods Are 
Firm’’ is the way a heading read, we recently saw. And 
the wise tomato packer will continue to go slow about 
accepting future business, unless the prices offered are 
quite high; at least until something more definite is known 
of the road the packer will have to travel this coming 
season. There is plenty of time yet to load up on future 


orders before the seeds go into the hot beds.
